maker, a harnessmaker, 
carpenter, 
cooper, blacksmith, etc., for he had'to 
use all of these trades at different 
times or else suffer greatly. 
Necessity 
compelled that the 
knowledge 
of 
them Vie imported to the sons: also 
that the skill of the housewife in her 
different 
departments 
of 
useful­ 
ness‘be taught to the daughters. 
Ed ­ 
ucation is to fit people to live. 
The 
speaker gave a clear-cut resume of the 
apprentice 
system, and also of 
its 
outgrowth 
the 
modern 
technical 
school. 
The success and prosperity of 
the latter institution is due to the de­ 
mand of 
modern 
civi'ization that 
everything shall be well done. 
The 
result of the technical schools’ work 
has greatly 
increasad the knowledge 
and skill in all departments of the in­ 
dustrial 
arts. 
President 
Felm ly 
made a plea for manual training in 
the 
public 
schools 
and 
a 
more 
thorough 
curriculum 
as 
to the arts which touch building; a 
plea for other studies which w ill de­ 
velop 
pupils along different 
lines,

spoke of the church and believed that 
the schools should exert their influ­ 
ence in its support for the general 
good of society.
